If the writer 1s striving for immortality why is it 
that so much of what 1s written is garbage. Even if it 
does outlive the author the memory it carries would not 
Þbe wished for by any but a fool. T'11 allow you to 
discount those who write soley for money... H.L.Menken 
explained that one. 
Why 1s 1t that so many beqinningq writers commit suicide? 
It the object 1s immortality whv write? You'd have 
- a better chance 1if you would get a degree in biophvsics 
or Þ1ochemistry, work at-immortalitv research, and 
contact such groups as the DNA society (mailing address: 
P.O.Box 317, Berkeley, CA. 924714), [For those interested 
vou miqht read the latest works of Doctor Timothy Leary 
and THE IMMORTALITY FACTOR by Osborne Seqerherg Jr. ] 


T know that one reason IT write is to communicate with others. In 
communications IT can make mvself known to others and influence them. 
In turn, they influence me. As Joserh Chilton Pearce wrote: "Culture 
18s not an autonomous venture; autistic thinking remains autistic 
until modified by another mind which 1s also modified by the relation. 
But the capacity and drive to create a culture 1s innate. It 1s an 
enormous formative potential that realizes 1itself against the most 
extreme odds." [from: THE CRACK IN THE COSVIC EGG, uulian Press 1971] 


Poul Anderson and Arthur Clarke have put off: their writings as 

a Search for somethinq to make their hills qo awav. It is a cute 
answer but also unacceptable. They both could have made more 
money. by becoming bankers or writing Gothic romances. It is some- 
thing more. There is that "enormous formative potential”. Ts the 
act of creation the most powerful drive of the human Spirit? 

Enut Hamsun once stated that he wrote to "kill time". Another cute 


answer but just as improbable as the others. 
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Henry Miller said of writing : "1t 1s a way of approaching life 
1ndirectlv, of acquiring a. total rather than a partial view of 
the Universe." Then asked how:poems are made Amv Lowell said, 
Eon tk. T'll: sttle for. both of these answers., for now; 
with one exception. A writer must [have a certain fascination 
for the lanquage. Alan Watts 1s a perfect example of a person 
who rejoiced (re-Joyced?) in the playing with words. 


The difference between Miller and Vatts is that Miller opted for 
creation of the world while Ttlatts chose to create a different 
perspective from which to view an already accepted reality. Closer 
1nspection will show these two methods to Þe very similar. Miller's 
worlds are hased upon an accepted reality and 1it 1s mainly the. 
vislon ports, constuected for our observations, which are his creation. 
—1T is that with a non-fiction: writer, such. as the Late Alan Vatts; 
we can 5see the same motives. | 


Alan Watts styled himself a "ph1ilosophical entertainer". Imvlied 
in that statement 1s the need for audience response not only on 
the level of speakers fees and book sales but on a deeper level of 
Þeinc': The need to influence, and be influenced by, the audience. 


The reason for any artistic endeavor seems to he a terrible need 
to shout 1nto the canyon with the hope, and fear, that the canyon 
will return somethina else. Or perhaDrs a Xerox machine which 
turns out Something other than what 1t was fed. 


The humiTity of writers [Don 't laught:': Usuvally they are. The 
EST: Sm (true or act). of a Harlan Fllison-' 15n'tihad. (Tdare 

anyone to sav he 1isn't a damn good artist) It merely supnmorts the 
zgea that all true artists artify (How's that for a new verÞ?): from 
a burning desire to do $o deep within themselves.] is nice 1n 
polite Society Dit. 1t doesn't hold water. Writers do not endure 
the pains ot creation s1imply to pay their electric. bills or kill 
time. 


The psychologists, and other would-he social enqineers, try to get 
1t all down to the underlvingq, nseudo-mathematical formula. This 
usually comes out as. something along the lines of: [He/She] ſ[ſwrote/ 
painted/composea] this tecause [he/She] wanted to Tſrane/be raped by] 
Fis/her] Tfather/mother/brother/sister/cCollie/coffee table]. -It 
1nvariaþbly qoes on to discuss the individual hits of the work 

in the same manner. "The heroine is transported from the ship to 
the planet surface to the accompaniment of a loud clink because 

the author had a fſdesire to rape/fear of being raped by] the milkman." 
All of which makes for remarkably funny reading (and astounding 
1nsSights into the mind of the psychologist) but really doesn't 
explain anything, except that the accepted psycholoqical world 

View is Slightly warped. 


The fact 1s that any scientific or pseudo-scientific (Behaviorist, 
Freudian, etc) examination 1s inherently faulty because it relies 
on logic (as in science) or a cheap immitation of logic ("Those 
other fields", he said recoiling at the mere thouqht of contact.)

The act of creation, on the other hand (T love cliche phrases, don't 
You?) , has TitS birth in.a place {time? It?) beyond logic.-. Thus 

we have. the "TJateral"” (!'autistic eruptions!) "and vertical thinking'

GOD'S EYE [THE MOTE ...is a fascinating 
book, wonderfully imaqinative and well-written, and didn't get 
what it deserved but there was no really interesting alternative 
Ssystem of economics and government...and 1t really didn't need 
one.) John Brunner and Robert Heinlein, among others, have con- 
S1dered alternative systems but what we require 1s not for the 
purPose of hetter literature but for real life ſwhatever that 1s]. 
Phil Farmer called for such discuss1lons [LACon] and T continue 

to support that idea. Such are the reasons for this column.

a certain mvyst1que has arisen around the American automobile. 
We live in a Society in which people drive about in their steel 
robots and watch reality pass Þhefore them. A drive-in movie 5sSans 
mosquitoes. As the driver watches life ao on about its husiness, 
outside, the houndaries of his person grow and finally enclose 
the automobile. For the hitchhiker, to enter the auto is to enter 
the Inner Sanctum of the operator; to enter the driver's self. 
This is known as Walsh's Theory of the Internal Comrustion Ego V:8. 


Those who drive by and sneer sadistically at the rain-drenched 
figure with the extended dioit are those who are 111-disposed 
'to enqaging in personal contact to the point of physically assaulting 
the individual who approaches them. The more extreme cases will 
gleefully direct their eqo-car, at top speed, to the general 
area of the hitchhiker. 


Those who speed by while pretending not to notice are similar 
to those persons of an earlier age who would 1iqnore proffered 
hands, bows, and smiles of recognition.
